Both actions in the big farm 


fight were tentative and subject 
to reconsideration w h e n the 
House takes final action on its 
general agriculture bill Friday. 


President Eisenhower's pro- 


gram for supporting the main 
crops on a sliding scale ranging 
from 75 to 90 per cent of parity 
was shouted down on a voice 
vote. 
But GOP leaders succeeded in 


putting across their last-minute 
compromise after intimating it 
was an alternative to a presi- 
dential veto of farm legislation 
this yearHalleck Appeals 


Rep. Halleck of "Indiana, the 


Eepublican House leader, 
ap- 


pealed to members to go along 
with the middle-of-the-road ap- 
proach "as the first step to get 
away from high, rigid price sup- 
ports put on in wartime." 
Many farm state legislators 


want another year of 90 per cent 
supports for the nation's six 
basic crops. 


The standing vote on the com- 
promise, which was not recorded, 
went surprisingly along party 
lines, with only about 20 Repub- 
licans opposing it and about the 
same number of Democrats fa- 
voring it.

Charles \V. Phillips, Lincoln at- 
torney, with whom they had left 
the receipt for a S50 filing fee 
for the vacancy which was caused 
by Sen. Butler's death. 


Phillips immediately went to 


the home of Secretary of State 
Frank Marsh and gave him the 
Buffett filing and receipt. 


Marsh stated that Friday morn- 


ing he will return the filing to 
Buffett on advice of Attorney 
General C. S. Beck. Beck, in an 
opinion given Marsh, stated that 
the deadline for accepting ap- 
plications was the close of busi- 
ness at 5 p.m. July 1 (Thursday). 


It was indicated that Buffett 


will start court action to deter- 
mine whether the limit for filing 
of 40 days prior to the primary 
means the close of business hours 
or the end of the day at mid- 
night. 


Should a vacancy occur later 


| than 10 days after the primary 
filing deadline, but 20 days or 
more before the general elec- 
tion, party central committees 
would name candidates but any- 
one would be free to file by pe- 
tition candidate in the general 
election. The party affiliation of 
a petition filer would not be des- 
ignated on the ballot. One thou- 
sand petition signatures from any 
part of the state would be re- 
quired for filing.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Sen. Hugh Butler (R-Neb) died at Bethesda Naval Hospital here 


Thursday night He was 76. 


Associates reported that the senator died at 11:30 p.m. EDT. 
The third term senior Republican from Nebraska suffered a stroke during his sleep 


Wednesday night. His condition was discovered when a friend went to his room to wake 
him Thursday morning. 


The while, wavy-haired senator put in a full long day 


in his office Wednesday, seeing visitors, and voting on the 
tax bill on the senate floor. 


He was the third member of the Senate from Nebraska 


to die in the last three years. Kenneth Wherry, then the mi- 
nority leader, died in November 1951 and Dwight Griswold 
passed away last April. 


Butler was a widower. His wife 


and two children had preceded 
him in death. 


Butler's death will not affect the 


Republican strength in the Sen- 
ate. Nebraska's governor, Robert 
Crosby, is a Republican and can 
name a Republican to succeed 
Butler. 


Butler was elected to the Sen- 


ate in 1940 and was re-elected for 
the second time two years ago. He 
was a strong and successful cam- 
paigner, defeating three gover- 
nors who sought the Senate seat

Decision Made To Close York College 
EUB Reign 
Will End 
This Fall 


YORK, Neb. (/P)—Little York 


College, knee-deep m financial 
troubles for several years, will 
not open its doors this fall. 


The decision came Thursday 


after the Board of Trustees had 
met in closed session in an effort 
to determine what should be done 
wjth the college. 


The board, in a statement, said 


a resolution calling for discon- 
tinuance of the "four-year liberal 
arts program for the ensuing 
year" was approved by a vote of 
19 to 12. 


Hope that the college could be 


maintained as one of the state's 
c h u r c h-supported institutions 
dwindled after seven of the nine 
conferences of the Evangelical 
United Bretheren Church with- 
drew their support. 


Only Nebraska and Oklahoma 


conferences voted in favor of 
continuing the college. The total 
vote by the nine conferences was 
b03 against and 223 for. 


Rejected Earlier Request 


In March, the commission on 


study of higher education of the 
church rejected a request by Dr. 
A. V. Howland, college president, 
that the church support the col- 
lege beyond the fiscal year end- 
ing July, 1955. 


The 30-man commission rec- 


ommended that "no campaign to 
raise funds" in the church in 
general be permitted, adding that 
"we feel that it is a poor business 
risk for our people to invest 
funds in a college where the 
title to the property is not clear. 


Vote by general church confer- 


ence and by the nine individual 
conferences followed. 


The property was given to the 


college in 1890 by E. M. Cheney 
A provision of the gift was that 
the land would revert to York 
County if any attempt were made 
to mortgage or sell it. 


The college went to District 


Coun in an effort to get clear- 
title to the land, but the court 
ruled 
that 
changing circum- 


stances (support by the church) 
did not present a situation call- 
ing for a deviation from the 
terms of the original trust. 


Lost Court Case 


The college appealed to the 


Nebraska Supreme Court 
but 


lost m a decision handed down 
on March 5 this year. 


Normal enrollment of the col- 


lege for several years was about 
200. 


Resolutions also were adopted 


Thursday by the Board of Trus- 
tees providing for appointment of 
committees to look for a pur- 
chaser of the college's physical 
assets and another to look after 
interests of the personnel of the 
college. The former committee 
will report back to the board.

presumably 
ropre- 


senting Potter. McCarthy gave 
him the right to ask questions of 
witnesses, which is not the right 
of a senatorial observer , . ..In 
November, 
young 
Jones 
was 


taken by McCarthy to the Fort 
Monmouth hearings, where Jones 
made a statement to the press 
about apparent Signal Corps es- 
pionage. Senatorial observers are 
not supposed to talk to the press, 
and this was an obvious build-up 
for Jones. 


Jones strategy—Nov. 12, Mc- 


Carthy went further and em- 
braced Lloyd Stover, the man 
who became campaign manager 
for Jones. Stover was then a 
lobbyist for the American Truck- 
ing Association, but McCarthy in- 
vited him to go to New York to 
help investigate General Electric. 
Jones also went along . . . Nov. 
13, McCarthy arrived in Port- 
land, accompanied by Jones and 
Stover . . . Nov 14. McCarthy 
spoke before VFW, with Jones 
and Stover much in the spot- 
light . . . Nov. 15, McCarthy gave 
a repeat performance in Bangor, 
again with Jones and Stover in 
evidence . . . The first week of 
January a group gathered at 
Stover's apartment in Washing- 
ton at night to talk about Jones' 
candidacy. It was agreed that 
McCarthy would hold hearings, 
preferably m Maine so Jones 
could 
cross-question witnesses. 


Seven thousand dollars more was 
to be raised to get Stover's name 
around the state, so later he 
could run for Congress. McCar- 
thy was to give advice from the 
sidelines. 


Jones denies—Jan. 25, Jones is- 


sued a press release that he did 
not intend to run for the Senate. 
This followed exposure by this 
writer of his aforementioned se- 
cret strategy . . . Feb. 22, Jones 
announced his candidacy. He 
told newsmen McCarthy would 
help him and would speak for 
him in Sanford and Lewiston on 
March 6 and 7. Next day Mc- 
Carthy admitted he had a speak- 
ing engagement in Maine on 
March 7, said he was canceling 
because of laryngitis . . . Feb. 
25, McCarthy and Jones' Cam- 
paign Manager Stover were seen 
conferring in the Carroll Arms 
Hotel in Washington . . . When 
the campaign first started, Jones 
made McCarthyism an issue. He 
was for it ... 
but as the Army- 


McCarchy hearings 
progressed, 


Jones played down McCarthy 
more and more, though he con- 
tinued aping McCarthy's man- 
nerisms . . . Hard as he tried to 
play McCarthy down, however, 
the people of Maine remembered.

By US-Russia-UK Pact 


WASHINGTON — At the ear- 
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Churchill intends to go to Mos- 
cow for an exploratory talk with 
Georgi Malenkov in the Kremlin, 
This will be in pursuit of the 79- 
year-old Churchill's impassioned 
conviction that he must do 
everything, in his power before 
he leaves the world stage 
to 


bring about' an accommodation 
with the Communists. 


It has been learned from Brit- 


ish sources that during' l a s t 
week-end's 
conference 
at the 


White House Churchill made 
known his determination to take 
a personal sounding of the top 
Communists in an effort to ore- 
pare the way for a Big Three 
meeting "at the summit.'' For at 
least a year and a half the Brit- 
ish prime minister has in speech 
after speech referred to his hope 
that the heads of state of Brit- 
ain, the United States and the 
Soviet Union could sit down to- 
gether and come to' an under- 
standing which would ease the 
tensions of the cold war. 


To President Eisenhower first 


and then in an hour's talk alone 
with Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. Britain's "grand 
old man" talked about the pros- 
pect of such an exploratory mis- 
sion.

would 
confirm 
the 


Soviet hold on subjugated peoples 
that continue to hope for freedom. 
Therefore, it would be unaccept- 
able in this country. 


Still another basic objection is 


that no such deal could possibly 
endurc. since in the American 
view the Communists would live 
up to the terms only as long as 
it was convenient to do so. When 
it was no longer in their interest 
to keep the bargain, they \vould 
violate the agreement with the 
same ruthlessness ^ith which 
Hitler overrode the agreements 
that Germany had entered into. 


Churchill's persistence in seek- 


ing an understanding with the 
Communists tends to widen the 
differences that have made the 
partnership between Britain and 
America increasingly uneasy. If 
he does go through with his 
present determination to talk with 
Malenkov in the Kremlin, there 
will be considerable repidation in 
Washington for fear that the net 
result wi21 be a deal excluding 
the United States. 


The prime minister would nn- 


equcstionably have wide support ' 
at home for the kind of mission 
he contemplates. There is a feel- 
ing of almost desperate urgency 
in Britain that somehow at al- 
most any cost the horrors of an 
atomic 
T?ar. which might be 


totally destructive to the British 
Isles,

there would be admiration for the 
gallantry and courage of the 79- 
year-old statesman setting out on 
one more arduous journey in pur- 
suit of peace.

Star: I have sent the following 
letter to Mr. John Andrews, presi- 
dent of the Associated Artists of 
Omaha, whose letter concerning 
the capitol murals appeared in 
the Wednesday morning star: 


"The selection of an experi- 


enred mural painter is not — as 
J am sure you will agree upon 
reflection — a matter of geo- 
graphy. It is very definitely a 
matter of finding the artist whose 
experience and training best fit 
him to undertake the work con- 
templated. Among the 37 artists 
invited to submit examples of 
their works and records of their 
training and experience, there 
were four Nebraska artists, not 
two. Of the seven artists finally 
chosen by the three Nebraskans 
on the murals committee and con- 
firmed by the nine Nebraskans 
comprising the murals commis- 
sion, one was from Los Angeles, 
one from Seattle, one from Colo- 
rado Springs, one from Urbana, 
Illinois. The winner, though now 
a professor at Cornell University, 
was born and trained in Colo- 
rado. Only two were easterners. 
This does not look like favoritism 
to easterners, does it? 


"Years ago when Nebraska 


needed a new capitol building, 
the matter was placed in the 
very capable hands of the late 
Thomas R. Kimball. distinguished 
architect, of Omaha. Mr. KimbaJl 
invited 
several 
internationally 


famous architects to submit de- 
signs in competition and he added 
one Nebraska firm to the small 
list. That Nebraska firm, recog- 
nizing its limitations, took the 
program to a famous architect in 
New York and associated with 
him: the competition designs of 
the Nebraska firm were made in 
the office in New York of their 
associate.

Th« people of Lincoln awoke Thursday 
morning to find their use of w ater for lawn 
sprinkling cut to seven hour periods every 
other day. 
There will probably be some grumblings 
to the restrictions. 
It would be an almost 
impossible task for Mayor Clark Jeary and 
his advisory water use board to enact any 
kind of a w ater ban that would not bring 
forth some objections. 
For the most part, however, the city’s resi­ 
dents will no doubt accept the new cut back 
in w ater use in the .same spirit of community 
necessity that has been .shown in the past. 
B ut that acceptance will 
also 
be 
accom­ 
panied with some reluctance and disapi>Oint- 
ment. 
Reluctance stemming from the fa« d that the 
people of Lincoln were lulled into a false 
sense of security and adequacy in regards to 
the city’s w ater system during those wet years 
w hen steps should have been taken to meet 
the inevitable dry spells that had to come. 
Disappointment stemming from the slow de­ 
terioration and discoloration of lawns, shrubs 


and trees which have been carefully nursed 
through the years to an impressive state of 
maturity. 
It is ex tremely difficult to say with any 
certainty just how much of an effect this and 
last sum m er’s sprinkling restrictions will have 
on Lincoln landscaping. 
There is even 'a 
divi.sion of thinking in this regards among ex ­ 
perts in the landscape field. 
But it hardly seems logical that sod left to 
w ither away in a parched top soil would come 
back strong the nex t year. Out on the farms, 
blue grass is left in the fields to survive only 
the wiles of nature but in the city there is 
also the trampling of children and adults alike 
to cope with. 
Green lawns and trees arc not only things 
of beauty in the city but are areas of recrea­ 
tion outside the house on hot summer days 
aivi evenings. 
All these things will be sur­ 
vived with little complaint from property 
owners but the damage done to thii part of 
Lincoln’s beauty during these days of water 
restriction is likely to be felt in the cost of 
replacement, both time 
and 
financial, 
for 
some years to come.

w hich constitute one of the truly historic forts 
paving the w'ay for w estern settlem ent. 


There is no distinct, clearcut thinking in 
Nebraska 
w hen it comes to utilizing 
Ft. 
Robinson’s facilities. 
Generally in the west­ 
ern part of the state those who know it best— 
those who are fully aw are of its magnificent 
possibilities— hope that Nebraskans, think­ 
ing ahead fifty to a hun­ 
dred years, take full ad­ 
vantage of the opportun­ 
ities. 
The trouble is th a t 
N ebraska’s state park sys­ 
tem—such as it is -a nd this is not intended 
to bo critical of any one of the park develop­ 
ment* which are now recognized— is of com­ 
paratively recent vintage. 
We have at this 
time *n aggregate 2,430.9 acres embraced in 
the Nebraska state park system. 
The first, 
Chadron, not far distant from old Ft. Robin­ 
son itself—and the largest 1,524.75 acres— 
was not established until 1923, a mere m atter 
of 30 years ago. Then followed A rbor Lodge 
at Nebraska City, home of the late J. Sterling 
Morton, stately mansion and beautiful trees, 
pride and joy of a great territorial leader and 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
under 
President 
G rover Cleveland. Arbor Lodge embraces 65 
acres.

To m any Americans the announcement that 
Russia has completed its first atomic powered 
electric generating plant will seem to be

case of faulty reporting, or a piece of Red 
inspired propaganda.

that the report is to all practical intents true. 
There 
is 
a 
dangerous 
tendency 
among 


Americans to believe that Russia cannot pro­ 
duce complicated things— that America has 
a 
know-how th a t others cannot share. 
Such 
opinions ought to be dismissed. 
They tend 
to lull the nation into 
a sense of false se­ 
curity. 


It is true that the rank and file Russian 
who has had his hard times could not build an 
airplane or an atomic bomb. 
But the much 
more 
enlightened 
and 
privileged 
average 
American could not either. There is in every 
country or available to every country an in­ 
tellectual elite who can w ork in advanced 
fields. 
Russia can recruit and has recruited 
its share of elite. 
Perhaps its greatest re­ 
w ards from World W ar 11 w ere the German 
m ilitary minds and scientists it was able to 
recruit. 
We are misled if we believe that we possess 
all the research ability and that w hatever 
Russia comes up with it stole from us by 
espionage. 
Unquestionably Russia keeps its 
spies as busy as possible, but it has * home 
staff that is keeping just as busy. The answer 
is not in concentrating mostly in spy chasing, 
but in pushing research w ith equal zeal.

By US-Russia-UK Pact 


WASHINGTON — At the ear­ 
liest opportunity— perhaps before 
the summer ends—Sir Winston 
Churchill intends to go to Mos­ 
cow for an ex ploratory talk with 
Georgi Malenkov in the Kremlin. 
This will be in pursuit of the 79- 
year-old Churchill’s impassioned 
conviction 
that 
he 
must 
do 
everything in his power before 
he leaves the world 
stage 
to 
bring about an 
accommodation 
with the Communists. 
It has been learned from Brit­ 
ish sources that during 
l a s t 
week-end’s

Gordon Drive and the Stockyards 
an Sioux City.

'•inced that the "right way" to 
tabilize a river is to me fe up- 
J.ream "systematically". 


Skipping: Costly 


"Skipping from place to place 


,s going to be a loss," he said,

the river is going right back 
again." 


The Decatur Bridge was built on 


dry land at a saving of about S400.- 
000 at a time when the river was 
out of its regular channel. Since 
then the engineers have not had 
the funds for bringing the river 
back under the bridge.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. Knowland (R-Calif) said Thurs- 


ay that if the United Nations admits Red China he will quit 
us post as the Senate Republican leader and devote all his 
energy to take the United States out of the U.N. 


The deadly serious, deep-voiced 


Knowland declared in a Senate 
.speech that France, "in a thinly 
disguised surrender," is letting 
much of the Indochina slip into 
Ked hands while "the free na-

communism, especially in Asia. He 
called during the Korean war for 
tiie bombing of China, and less than 
a month ago said the United States 
will have to "face up to the fact" 
it may have to fight in Indochina. 


Knowland told the S e n a t e 


Thursday that inertia on the part 
of the free world "is bound to 
encourage further Communist ad- 
's, entures m Asia and elsewhere."

How many more Communist victor- 
ies must be gained in Asia before 
the free world recognizes its dan- 
ger?" 


Argument Repeated 


Will the non-Communist countries 


cling to their feeling that it is not 
worth the risk of fighting, he in- 
quired, when it comes to Cambodia, 
Laos, Thailand, Burma, Malaya, 
India, Pakistan, Formosa, Japan, 
Indonesia, the Philippines, Austra- 
lia and New Zealand?

ger of atomic destruction is not 
worth the risk of involvement in 
faroff places?
